REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


1974 has been a year of surprises and disappointments for the 
Town of Springfield. 


We moved to the new Town Office as did the Town Clerk. All 
involved really appreciate having a location for Town books and 
papers, old and new. Having met in many places over the years, 
it is really a privilege to have someplace where the Town's written 
heritage can be stored, and the Town Officers can hold meetings. 
We wish to take this opportunity to thank everyone who helped 
make this a reality. 


From our Revenue Sharing Funds we reduced taxes by $8,174.48. 
We used $6,000.00 to pay our long-term debt, $1,000.00 on Fire 
House construction, and the remainder was spent remodeling the 
new Town offices. 


This year, in Springfield, we raised by 33!/3 across the board 
the assessments on property and buildings. This raised our estimat- 
ed proportionality factor to 80%. We felt that keeping our as- 
sessment close in relation to other towns in the Kearsarge Regional 
School District to be important. 


This past year will be our last using the Grantham Dump, but 
thanks to a very efficient job on the part of the Dump Committee 
we think we will be offered a reasonable and realistic alternative 
for the future. 


We have at last received the sander, authorized at the last 
Town Meeting. According to Warren George it is not only as 
fast, but spreads the sand more evenly than the old method. 


Fred Davis, for his own reasons, resigned from the Board. of 
Selectmen on May 20th. 


During this year we found that the State would only reimburse 
the Town twenty-five cents on the dollar of the old tax assessment 
on the Gile Memorial Forest property. 


At this time we are asking that the Budget Committee consid- 
er $16,000.00 for Town Tax Mapping. This is something that has 
to be finished by 1980, and takes three to four years to accomplish. 


We are also asking that money be raised for rebuilding the 


Washburn Corner Bridge. Only 25% has to be raised by the 
Town; 75% will come from the State. 


Our 1973 Town Report was recognized and awarded 3rd place 
among town reports of towns whose population is under 500 people. 
The efforts of Betty Collins and Evelyn Richards are particularly 
appreciated by the Selectmen. 


Of annual interest is the Tax schedule for the year included 
with those of previous years:

Because of the increase in property assessments and the in- 
crease in the number of new assessments we had a lower Tax Rate. 
Most people found, that despite higher Town expenditures, their 
taxes were either lower or near the level of the previous year. 


This year's budget requests are the highest in the history of the 
Town, and yet each request has a lot of merit. We urge that all 
the voters give each item thorough consideration before and at 
Town Meeting. 


In conclusion we would like to thank Joe and Mildred Davis for 
putting this Town Report together. 


This has been an interesting year.

SPRINGFIELD VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
REPORT 


Our appropriation last year enabled us to obtain and install 
the new Fire Alarm Siren, Red Network phones and radio com- 
munication system in addition to enlarging the Fire Station. BUT, 
we are still without the new truck for which we asked last year 
which would satisfy the requirements of the Fire Underwriters for 
complete coverage. 


We are asking your approval this year of an appropriation of 
$30,000. (up $5,000. from last year) for a “primary attack'' vehicle 
which would enable us to get to fire more rapidly, afford greater 
maneuverability and permit participation in Mutual Aid assistance. 


We had 17 fire calls in 1974 as opposed to 6 in 1973.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow 
is controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with 
the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle 
a fire out-of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow must 
have a written permit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If 
the fire is to be kindled on land not owned by the person kindling 
the fire then he must have the permission of the landowner. No 
outdoor fires can be kindled between 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. unless 
it is raining, without the additional approval of the District Forest 
Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past 
two decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire 
became so dry in mid August that the Governor and Council, upon 
the recommendation of the State Forester, enacted a partial wood- 
lands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack, and 
Belknap Counties and a complete woodlands closure in Strafford 
and Rockingham Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton 
and Alton in Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation 
of the citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred at any 
time during the year.

Nurse's Report—December 31, 1974 


Since inception in July, 1970, the agency has seen a steady 
increase in the use of its services. We provide nursing care (which 
includes education, prevention, and rehabilitation), physical therapy 
and occupational therapy. No one is denied service due to finan- 
cial difficulties. An individual can be referred to us by anyone and 
all information is confidential. In Community Health Nursing, 
family involvement is of utmost importance. The family needs 
support and guidance so they can continue care between our 
visits. Teaching is a vital component that is incorporated with 
whatever procedures are ordered by the physician. 


In the past year we have increased the hours of our part-time 
nurse and now are considering employing another nurse. Physical 
therapy visits have doubled.

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UPPER VALLEY-LAKE SUNAPEE COUNCIL REPORT 


~The Planning Council completed its first year under the new 
by-laws combining the Upper Valley and Lake Sunapee areas and 
its first full year of work in our Sunapee area. An office has been 
opened in Newport to provide closer support for our towns, and 
projects similar to those in the Upper Valley have been started to 
help Sunapee towns. 


The solid waste study has been completed and the Council 
is helping towns reach agreement on solutions. A major tax map- 
ping study is underway to help the towns meet the State deadline. 
Technical services are being supplied in areas such as subdivision 
regulations and applications, land use inventory, and solid waste 
disposal. Workshops, attended by Springfield Town Officials and 
other interested citizens, have been held in Solid Waste Disposal, 
Land use, Subdivision Regulations, and Tax Mapping. 


The Council is controlled by directors appointed by the 
Selectmen of the member towns, including Springfield. Financing 
is about 30% by dues from the member towns and over 70% by 
State and Federal funds.

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SPRINGFIELD WAR MEMORIAL 


A memorial plaque in honor of Springfield veterans of wars 
from the Revolution through Viet Nam was dedicated at a ceremony 
in the Town Hall on May 26, 1974. 


It was made by John Upton of Damariscotta, Maine, expert 
wood carver and author of three books on the art. Because of his 
own service in both World Wars he generously reduced his charge. 
His warm letter of appreciation of the commission appears inside 
the front cover of this report. In lettering, reliefs, and coloring 
his work is admirable. 


The cost of the plaque was covered by surplus funds from our 
Bicentennial and by contributions to a war memorial subscribed by 
friends of the late Harland J. Heath, one of our veterans.

TOWN BUILDING COMMITTEE REPORT 


Shortly after Town Meeting 1974, we met with the Selectmen 
and the Town Clerk to help decide what repairs and changes were 
necessary to convert the former school building into a town 
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municipal building. 
The following changes and improvements were made: 
|. The room on the south side of the building was divided into 
two offices, to be used by the Selectmen and Town Clerk. 


2. The ceiling was lowered and the Town Clerk's Office was 
paneled. A dividing counter was installed in the Town 
Clerk's Office to separate the waiting area from the 


Clerk's Office. 


3. New lights and electrical outhets were installed in both 
offices. 


4. Two closets were built. These closets are used by the 
Town Clerk and the Planning Board. 


5. New locks were installed on the inside doors. 


Improvements accomplished to other Town Buildings: 


|. A circuit breaker was installed in the Town Garage, and 
the electricity for the garage is now separate from the 


Hall. 


2. The wiring in the Town Hall was checked, and the wiring 
in the kitchen was found to be faulty. It was replaced, and 
new lights and outlets were installed. The wiring in the 
rest of the building was found to be adequate. 


3. The Libbie A. Cass Memorial Library was painted on the 
outside. 


Recommendations for 1975: 


Town Hall 
|. Install a second 10 lb. fire extinguisher. 
2. Install Coconut Grove lights over exit doors. 


3. Remove catch from inside door, reverse latch and handle 
to the outside. Install an automatic closer on this door. 


4, Exit signs placed conspicuously over exit doors. 

5. Install panic bars on exit doors.

|. Paint entrance hall, repair ceiling and floor. 

2. Repair ceiling and paint Planning Board room. 

3. Paint the outside of the building.

SOLID WASTE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Dump Committee started at its inception with detailing 
the members to collect information on the technical and financial 
details and on-site selection for a Sanitary Landfill in Town. 


Involved were the Public Health Service in Concord, the Sul- 
livan County Conservation District and Soil Survey, The Upper Val- 
ley Planning Council, the U. S. Environmental Protection Agency, 
the towns of Grantham, Croydon, New London, Sunapee, Newport, 
Enfield, Andover, Lebanon, Sutton, Wilmot, Bradford, Danbury and 
Newbury, as well as numerous manufacturers of solid waste disposal 
equipment. 


Many trips were made by the committee members to get intor- 
mation, inspect equipment and walk prospective sites. Owners of 
various properties were approached on behalf of the town for the 
possible use of their land; dumps and incinerators were inspected in 
other towns and data collected; endless visits were made to various 
officials for exchange of ideas and everything was reconciled at the 
many meetings the committee held. 


The disappointments were as many as the meetings. The 
initial cost of establishing a service conforming to regulations prov- 
ed beyond the means of the town. Figures provided by the Upper 
Valley Planning. Council were fictitious and required enormous 
homework. Incinerators were found to be in an early stage ot 
development, very inefficient, subject to terrible breakdowns, cost- 
ly to buy and operate. The Springfield Soil Survey showed the town 
lands to consist of mainly rock and swamp; while the only suitable 
sites were either scenic areas, unavailable private property, or 
judged by the engineers too expensive to develop. 
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We then concentrated on the apparently simple solution of 
getting Springfield trash hauled out of town and dumped on other 
peoples’ landfill. This turned out to be more complicated than ex- 
pected. We then examined the possibilities of interim solutions, like 
extension permits to use the present facility, temporary emergency 
permission to use the surrounding towns’ landfills, which was read- 
ily granted by Sunapee and flatly refused by New London. 


In early January, we were informed by Mr. Eldeen that the 
Town of Newport was willing to negotiate an agreement. This re- 
sulted in the present situation. which caused an article in the Town 
Warrant. 

We are pleased to report that no town funds have been 
spent for this project during 1974.
